Requisite  of  a  Religious  Newspaper. — The  sug¬ 
gestions  of  our  correspondent  C.  S.  A.  fully  accord 
wilh  the  views  which  we  have  long  cherished,  and 
upon  which  we  have  always  desired  to  act.  It  is  an 
important  consideration  that  religious  newspapers  are 
generally  reserved  for  Sunday  reading,  a  considera¬ 
tion  which  no  editor  or  correspondent  of  a  religious 
publication  should  ever  overlook.  At  the  same  time,  it 
is  not  necessary  or  desirable  to  exclude  every  thing 
which  cannot  be  recommended  for  Sunday  reading. 
Our  summary  for  instance  contains  miscellaneous  in¬ 
telligence  of  this  description,  and  a  few  other  such  ar¬ 
ticles  are  occasionally  (though  rartly)  found  in  other 
parts  of  our  paper.  The  titles  of  these  indicate  their 
character,  at  d  it  is  the  reader’s  own  fault  if  he  occupy 
his  mind  with  them  on  the  Lord’s-day. 

We  invite  the  attention  of  those  who  are,  and  the 
still  greater  number  of  those  who  ought  to  be,  our  cor¬ 
respondents,  to  the  suggestions  of  C.  S.  A.  How  much 
good  may  be  done,  how  many  souls  saved,  perhaps,  by 
habitually  employing  the  columns  of  a  religious  news¬ 
paper  in  Uie  manner  which  he  suggests? 


Memoir  of  Dr.  Bedell. — The  Dublin  “  Christian  | 
Examiner  and  Church  of  Ireland  Magazine”  has  a 
review  of  the  Memoir  of  Dr.  Bedell,  by  Dr.  Tyng,  in 
which  this  work  is  spoken  of  in  high  terms  of  commen¬ 
dation.

alloy,  we  are  allowed  glimpses  of  the  progress  and  ex¬ 
tent  of  that  kingdom  ‘  which  cometh  not  with  observa¬ 
tion  ;  and  thus  the  oppressive  sense  of  solitariness  is 
removed,  and  in  its  stead  are  induced  the  happier  feel¬ 
ings  of  hope,  and  confidence,  and  love.  Such  views

The 
translation  ia  said  by  those  who  have  compared  it  with 
the  original  to  be  faithfully  made  and  its  sijle  is  suth 
as  to  present  it  with  the  greatest  advantage  to  ii» 
readers. 

The  Churchman. — VVe  are  sorry  that  thc  question 
which  we  proposed  to  the  editor  of  the  Churchman 
has  proved  so  disagreeable.  \Ve  are  not  surprised 
that  he  declines  lo  answer  it,  although  we  certainly 
were  not  prepared,  for  the  reasons  assigned,  for  the  re¬ 
fusal.  VVe  presume  they  are  merely  designed  to 
cover  a  retreat  from  a  ground  which  is  found  to  be 
untenable.  This  is  conducted  in  a  manner  which  dofi 
credit  to  thc  tact  and  ability  of  our  brother  editor, 
though  it  will  not  add  much  to  the  strength  of  hia 
cause.

The  latter  has  un¬ 
happily  rendered  hia  own  retreat  impracticable  by  the 
title  of  his  book,  which  is  loo  broad  and  conspicuous  in 
its  implications  to  be  susceptible  of  any  aspect  consist- 
ent  with  charity  and  truth.
